PREPARATIONS FOR THE FUNERAL OF 
THE DEAD DUKE. : 


wednesday Next Set for the Ceremonious 
Obeequies—An Elaborate Programme 
arrangea—Queen Victoria Prostrated 
by Grief-Anxiety Manifested at Her 
Condition—Words of Condolence. 


ronpoN, Jan. 16.—According to the pro 
gramme as at present decided upon . tne 
tune rul of the Duke of Clarence and Avon- 
dale, the late heir presumptive to the throne 
of England, who died on Thursday morning 
at Sandringham, will take place on Wednes- 
day next. It is expected that the remains 
* (Jl arrive at the Great Eastern Ratlroad Sta- 
tion, Bishop’s Gate street, this city, from 
candringham, at apoutya, m.. and that the 
procession will then pass Gown Bishop’s Gate 
street to Cornhill, past the Mansion House 
and Exchange, through Cheapside, past St. 
baul's churchyard, down Ludgate Hill to 
tudgate Circus. The procession will then 
enter Fleet street and pass Up the Strand to 
Charing Cross, through Trafalgar Square to 
Waterloo place. From there the funeral pro- 
cession Will pass into Regent street to Oxford 
(Arcus, along Oxford street to the Elgararo 
road, and then to the Great Western Rall road 
sation at Paddington, From that station 
the body will be taken to Frogmore, near 
Windsor, the site of the mausoleum of the 
late Prince consort. The final funeral 
cervices will, it is expected, take place in St. 
George's Chapel, Windsor Castle, as soon 
after noon as the arrival there of the body 
will permit, 

ofcourse, this is only the funeral pro. 
gramme as at present outlined; for it is well 
known that serious differences of opinion ex- 
et between the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales upon the manperin which the funeral 
should be conducted, It is not even 
decided whether there shall or 
a funeral procession through 
London. The Puke of Connaught, who has 
charge of the funeral arrangements, is ex- 
periencing considerable trouble in arranging 
mutters so that both the queen and the par- 
ents of the dead Prince will be satisfied.

HARASSING MEXICO. 


Progress of the Garza Fillibustering Move- 
ment in Chihuahua. 

DEMING, N. M., Jan. 16.—The refugees from 
Ascension and neighboring towns in the State 
of Chihuahua, Mex., are crossing the boun- 
dary into New Mexico, where it is believed 
they will carry on a warfare against Mexico 
asa part of the Garza revolution. Sals, one 
of the princi pal men in the Ascension upris- 
ing, seems to be the leader of the malcon- 
tents in Northern Chihuahua. He is a 
wealthy land owner, but under the laws of 


Mexico his property will now be confiscated 
to the Government. His whereabouts is un- 
known, except that be is in the mountains on 
the Mexican side of the line. The Americans 
in the southern part of Grant County, New 
Mexico, want better military protection, and 
a number of them have addressed the follow- 
ing communication to the commanding 
officer at Fort Bayard, fifty-five miles north 
of Deming: 


The citizens of Southern Grant County would 
respectiully represent that, in consequence of recent 
troubies in Northern Chihuahun, many armed citi- 
zens of Mexico have crossed the line and threaten to 
make a rendezvous in the mountains to the sonth of 
us, witha view to organizing operations against the 
authorities of Mexico. Armed individuais and de- 
tached parties enganger possession of personal 
property of our own citizens on this side of the line, 
and the situation is such that we feel the necessity 
for the protection afforded by a military force. A 
battalion of troops stationed here would afford pro- 
tection to our people, and, perhaps, prevent trouble 
in Mexico.

movement against his autocratic power is unjfustitia- 
ble and really amounts to nothing. By subsidizing’ 
the press of the United States, or rather its repre-

Battle With Flames on Boarda Steamer—

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 16.—The steamship 
Lord O’ Nell of the Lord Line arrived yester- 
day atthe mouth ofthe Patapsco River with 
a flerce fire burning amidships.

An Oriental Welcome Given Egypt's 
New Ruler. 


CIVIC AND MILITARY DISPLAYS GRACED 
THE OCCASION, 


Foreign and Native Officers Pay Homage 


to the New Khedive on His Accession 
to Power—London’s Dramatic and Lit- 
erary Circles. Feel the Effects of the 
Court Mourning. 


ALEXANDRIA, Jan. 16.—Prince Abbas, the 
new Khedive of Egypt, arrived offthis port 
shortly before midnight. At8o’clock this 
morning thé vessel having the young Khedive 
on board steamed into the harbor escorted 
by several British war shipsand amid the 
thupdering of guns from the forts and from 
the British and.Egyptian ships there as- 
sembled. Prince Hussien, accompanied by 
the British Minister, Sir Evelyn Baring, by 


the diplomatic corps and by a brilliant staff 


of British and Egyptian officers then boarded 


the Khedive’s vessel and welcomed him back 
to Egypt. Prince Abbas received the ex- 

pressions of sympathy and of congratulation 
of the Egyp tian and foreign officials with 
commendabie ease and modesty, and landed 
for the firsttimeas the Khedive of Egypt 
upon his native soll at 8:30. 

Immediately after the landing, Prince 
Abbas was escorted to the Ras-El-Tin 
palace. He was received with the utmost 
enthusiasm by the Egyptian populace and by 
the foreigners present. 

At the 
welcoming reception bya host of Egyptian 
officials, who had been unabie to greet him 
in the harbor. The square before the palace 
was filled with British and Egyptian troops, 
forming an imposing guard ot honor. The 
weather was delightfuland Alexandria is en 
fete from north to south and east to west. 

After entering the Ras-EIl-Tin palace. 
young Khedive was entertained at a banquet, 
where all the prominent British and Ezyp- 
tian officials of Alexandria and Cairo were 
present. The new Khedive proceeded by rail 
to Calro. ' 

It would be difficult toimagine a more pic- 
turesque scene than that presented to-day by 
the harbor of Alexandria when the young 
Khedive was escorted into it by the British 
man-of-war. The coast around the harbor is 
perfectly flat, the great light-house at its 
entrance being the first object which rises 
above the coloriess line of coast, the row of 
wind-mills, light-colored buildings and the 
smoke of the steamboats. On a-hill tothe 
left rises the chateau of the Khedive at Ram- 
loh, a modern suburbof Alexandria, and to 
the right, at the beginning of the entrance to 
the harbor is the famous Bab El Arab (Be- 
douin Gato), extremity ofaline of fortifica- 
tions extending between the sea and Lake 
Hareotis. 

The harbor which the Khedive entered was 
the western harbor, the Eunostos, or Har- 
bor of those returning home in safety.“ of 
the Greeks. This was formerly the harbor 
which European vessels were permitted to 
enter, they being excluded from the great 
harbor”’ or Eastern Harbor, now erroneous- 
ly termed the ‘‘new harbor.’’ 

Before passing Bab El Arab and entering 
the Western Harbor the vessel having the 
Khedive on board was boarded by a piiot, 
we steered her through the narrow, shallow 
and rocky channel Known as the Boghaz 
channel, which leads into the Harbor proper. 
This passage its so dangerous that vessels 
can only pass through it in the day time. 

On the coast to the right was also seen a 
halt - round chateau De Meks, beautiful still 
when the sun is shining upon its numerous 
domes and slender towers, and famous from 
being the place where Said Pasha, sur- 
rounded by his army, was accustomed to 
pass a considerable part of the year, 

Every vessel, large or small, inside the har- 
bor was decked from stem to stern, rainbow 
fashion, with signal and other flags, the 
British ensign, French tri-color and tire 
Egyptian flag being most numerously spread 
to tne breeze. Delightful weather prevailed. 
In fact this has been the greatest day Alex- 
andria has seen since the British bombarded 
this port, The boatmen of the port, and 
there are legions of them, made small fort- 
unes to-day, and will consequently not care 
to work again until their money is ex pended. 

When the British vessels and the forts bel- 
lowed forth the royal salute, thirty-one guns, 
upon the arrivalof the young Khedive, the 
fellaheen seemed to go wild withexcitement, 
evidently laboring for some 
the impression that the British were again 
bombarding the town and possibly making a 
target of the Khedtve and his suite.

Two Lives Lost at a New York Fire This 
Morning. 

New York, Jan. 16.— E, M. Van Tassel’s big 

grain eleyator and warehouse corner of 


Thirteenth avenue and West Eleventh street | 


was destroyed by fire this morning, together 
with the old stables of fhe Knickerbocker Ice 
Co. on Bank street, involving a loss of about 
$200,000.

There was a rope 
attached to one of the Windows,and down this 
they slidto the street,. Another man, Henry 
Spillar, climbed down@ wide cable attached 
to the grain shute to telegraph pole, and 
thus reached the stree He was prostrated 
by smoke and remdved to st. Vincent’s 
Hospital. woney Kopp fell back overcome by 
smoke and perishe the flames. John 
Kinsley, another of carpenters, is also 
supposed to have been hurned to death. All 
of the others in the D@ilding, it is believed, 
made their escape.

STEAMBOAT ADRIFT.

SAVED FROM DEATH 


— 


Murderer Patrick Boyle Respited by the 
Governor of Illinois. | 


HE WAS TO HAVE BEEN HANGED AT 
EDWARDSVILLE TO-DAY, 


Executive Olemeney Came at the Last 
Moment—All Preparations for the 
Execution Had Been Made—The Town 
Crowded With Strangers to Witness 
the Hanging—Criminal Record. 


EDWARDSVILLE, III., Jan. 16.—Seven years 
ago to-day the last execution of a criminal in 
this county took place, being that of Felix 
Henry, a colored murderer. The execution 
at that time was in charge of George Holz, 
the same Sheriff who is in office at this time 
and who was expectéd to-day to execute the 
death sentence upon Patrick Boyle between 
the hours of 8a. m. and 4p. m. 

All preparations were complete early this 
morning. Many visitors arrived, among 
them ex-Sheriff E. A. Burke of Ohester and 
the Sheriffs of all adjoining counties. These 
were provided with passes to the execution. 

Newspaper representatives from all parts 


of the State and St. Louis were on händ, and 


people with a morbid taste for the horrible, 
some even who had never been in the town 
before, were on the ground expecting to be 
admitted. All such applications were how- 
ever refused. + 

After the arrival of all morning trains 
preparations proceeded with dispatch and 
the time for the execution was set for 10:30 
a.m. A profound sensation therefore was 
created when at 10.10 a. m. a telegram from 
Springfield, signed by Gov. Fifer, was handed 
to Sheriff Holz, in which a reprieve of one 
week was granted the condemned man. The 
genuineness of the order was doubted by the 
Sheriff and his advisers, especially as it was 
Known that the Governor spent yes- 
terday in Chicago and also that the 
message was not received until 10 o’clock, 
two hours after the execution might have 
taken place. Added to this, a letter had re- 
cently been received from the Governor stat- 
ing that he would not interfere with the ex- 
ecution of the sentence passed by the court. 

The validity of the Governor’s telegram 
was verified. It is not known just 
how this reprieve was brought about, 
„ supposed that those 
who undertook to befriend this man, backed 
by his spiritual advisor, Father J. C. Daw, 
who belleves Boyle mentally deficient and 
hence unfit to suffer the death penalty, find- 
ing themselves unable to obtain a commuta- 
tion of Boyle’s sentence, still did not relax 
their efforts and at the last moment suc- 
ceeded in obtaining thisrespite. What use 
will be made of it remains to be seen.

CONSPIRACY TO MURDER. 


SALOON-KEEPERS CHARGED WITH PLANNING TO 
REMOVE A TEMPERANCE ORATOR. 

PITTsTon, Pa., Jan. 16.—Bvangelist PF. J. 
Kane, pastor of the Broad Street M. E. 
Church, has been conducting a series of gos- 
pel meetings in his church during the past 
two weeks. Among the subjects upon which 
he preached was temperance. The proprie- 
tors of the saloons became indignant at the 
preacher’s persistent attacks upon their 
traffic and set about to find means of silenc- 
ingthim. A number of tough characters were 
hired to attend the meetings and endeavor 
to break them up. These were promptly ar- 
rested and jailed. Every day for the last 
week the minister has been in receipt of 
anonymous letters threatening him age 
harm and even death, if he persisted tn his 
crusade against the liquor traffic.

If the warning was not heeded he 
was to be removed. The names of the 
saloon-keepers inthe conspiracy were given 
and it is expected that they will be arrested 
as soon as the informer's story can be sub- 
stantiated. The wildest excitement prevails 
in Pittston.

“OLD PRESS” MULLIN. 


The King Bee of Moonshiners and His 
Gang Arrested. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Jan. 16. — ‘**Old 
Press’’ Mullin, the king bee of moonshiners 
and father of the five Mullin boys, who are 
notorious for their bloody instincts and de- 
fiance of the law and its officers, was brought 
in Friday, together with Barney Johnson and 
Calvin Miller, two of Mullin’s men. The Mul- 
lin gang had its stills in the Alleghenies 
where they border the States of Virginia and 
West Virginia, between McDowell County, W. 


Va., and Buchanan County, Va. The country 
was so wild and mountainous and the moon- 
shiners’ friends were so numerous that 
for twenty years they have defied the Power 
of the two States and the Government of the 
United States. The ping of the Winchester 
bullet has heretofore been the prologue to 
the moonshiners’ orchestra when their audl- 
ence bappened to be a government posse or 
a scout. As an evidence of this fact Harv 
Mullin, Old Press’’’ oldest and favorite 
son, who was sent tothe penitentiary at the 
last term of the United States Court, is 
charged with six murders. The Virginia au- 
thorities have tried to get possession of him 
since his arrest and sentence, but the gov- 
ernment’refuses to deliver him. They will 
wait until his term expires, when he will be 
taken to Buchanan County, Virginia, to be 
tried for the killing ofa man who was at one 
time a member of the gang. 

In addition to the three members of the 
Mullin gang, the officers also brought in to- 
day Jno. Miller, Jerry Davis, Bob Hewitt, 
Jno. Bolan, Jno. Brown, Oliver Evart, Ern- 
stine Evart, Lou Tiasley, W. H. Akers, and 
J. Hunter, all moonshiners. This gang was 
captured in Mercer County. Several of them 
have already made an open confession. This 
will be one of the largest criminal terms of 
the United States court ever held in the State. 
There are 256 cases on the docke}, one-half of 
which is composed of moonshiners. 

When Old Press“ was brought into court 
last evening it was thought that he was 
on trial, and the United States 
Court-room was consequently crowded with 
spectators. Insted of trying him, and

States.

WILL NOT LET HIM GO. 


A United States Prisoner Held in the Jef- 
feraon Oity Penitentiary. 


United States District Attorney Reynolds 
says that the Warden of the Missouri State 
Penitentiary is trying to override the laws of 
the United States in refusing to release a 
Government prisoner named 8. A. Smith, 
whose term of imprisotiment expired 


under the three-fourth rule on the 2d of last 

mber. ‘‘Smith was sentenced at Han- 
nibal under two indictments,’’ said Mr. Rey- 
poids in telling of the affair this afternoon. 
He was indicted for raising a $1 bill to a $5 
and .the second indictment was for passing 
this same bill. The man pleaded gullty 
to both indictments and was sentenced by 
Judge Thayerto one year imprisonment at 
Jefferson City under each indictment, each 
term to begin on the day sentence was pas- 
sed. It was virtually but ont sentence for 
one term. That is what it amounted to, as 
both terms of imprisonment were to 
begin on the same da and 
were to end just one year from that date. 
Having made a good record in the peniten- 
tiary, Smith was entitled under the laws of 
the United States to his discharge over a 
month ago, but the Warden decided that 
only one of his sentences had expired then 
an that hestill had another term 
to serve. Judge Thayer was written to in re- 
gard to the matter aud I notified the Warden 
that Smith was entitled to his release, both 
of the terms for Which he had been senteficed 
having expired. The Clerk of the Hannibal 
Court, where Smith was sentenced, 
wrote to the warden to the 
same effect. and I believe 
Mr. Neal, the District Attorney of the United 
States Oourt at Kansas City, also wrote to the 
Jefferson City official, but Smith is still in the 
Penitentiary. He is acting, I believe, under 
a decision of the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
which does not ap ly to United States 
prisoners, so he is holding Smith without any 
authority of law whatever. Smith can get 
out, Of course, but it may take him some 
time and cost him some money if the warden 
insists upon fighting the case in the courts. 
One way for him to get out is to 
bring habeas. corpus proceedings in Judge 
Phillips’ court at Kansas City. The warden 
would then be com led to appear in court 
with Smith, and the court would undoubt- 
edly discharge the prisoner. To do this 
Smith would be under the necessity of hiring 
A lawyer, so I say it’s an imposition on him 
to compel him to to so much expense and 
trouble to get out of prison when he is en- 
titled to his release.’’ 

Mr. Reynolds says thatthe commitments 
were made out in accordance with the sen 
tences passed, and that the Warden’s action 
isnot based on any clerical error or any 
other defect tn elther of them. *

~ SAOKS OF SILVER. 


Three Sub-Treasury Employes Almost 
_ Ornshed by Their Fall. 
. ‘a Pw = * ; 
WARROW EScAPE or CLERKS FARRER, 
MILLER AND RICKER.

The Money Fell From a Shelf in One of the 
Vaults and the Three Clerks Were Al- 
most Buried Under a Million Dollars of 
the Shiniig Metal— Beard of Ar- 
praisérs. ' 


An accident occurred at the United States 
Seb‘ Treasury, on the seeond floor of the Cus- 
tom-house, this morning, which came near 
resulting fatally to three of the employes, 
namely, Me. B. C. Farrar, son of Gen. 
Farrar, the head of the office, and Messrs. 
Charles Richer and Eugene Miller. Sixty 
thousand pounds of silver dollars, in 6- 
pound sacks, stacked up in two rows along 
the west side of one of the vaults toppled over 
and fell to thé floor with a loud 
crash, the three men jamping out 
of thé way just in time to save 
themselves. There were four rows of sacks 
altogether, each about eight feet high and 
twelve feet long, but only two of them fell, 
Each row had 800,000 silver dollars im little 
sacks with $1,000 to a sack. It was noticed 
two or three days ago that one of the rows 
was out of plumb aud Messrs. Farrar, Miller 
and Richer were trying this morning to 
straighten it when that row and the one next 
behind it fell forward and the entire 2,000 in 
these two rows, or all but a few of them, 


crashed to the floor. 
HOW THEY ESCAPED. 

Richer, Who Was nearest the pile, in fact, 
right at the side of it, gave a yell to warn his 
comrades and sprang through an open door 
into a passage way between two other vaults 
and leading to still another one further 
north. Miller and Farrar were some five or 
six feet from the coin and were trying to get 
a plank in position asa brace to hold up the 
dangerous pile. The plank slipped or broke, 
and the next instant the heavy embankment 
of silver swayed forward, and they, too, had 
to jump for their lives. Luckily the wall of 
coin was not quite high enough to reach the 
east side of the vault falling, and by hue- 
ging this wall Miller and Farrar eschaped, 
thougi Miller was struck by a $1,000 sack of 
silver and bruised a little. 

BADLY FRIGHTENED. 

„We were all badly frightened, said Mr. 
Farrar, in tellitig of the accident. ‘‘I think, 
in fact, we turned as white as sheets, for it 
looked like certain death when we saw those 
2,000 sacke of silver—60,000 pounds in all— 
falling toward us. Atruek on whieh silver 
coin is wheeled in and out of the vaults was 
caught under the falling pile and mashed, as 
was also a Darrel of Copper cents. Richer 
was in the most danger as he 
was right under the toppling pile and 
if he had not been watching it he would have 
been caught sure. If he had jdmped a sec- 
ond later he would have been buried under 
that pile you see there—60,000 pounds, just 
1,000,000 silver dollars. Just above this 
vault, in another little room of the same di- 
mensions, is stored $8,000,000 in silver coin, 
mostly dollars, and in the little room opening 
from the alleyway into which Richer escaped 
are $8,000,000 in gold on one side, $500, in 
fractional silver coin on the other, while the 
next vault to the north is also stacked with 
fractional silver pieces. The entire vault 
contains at present about $14,000,000 in silver 
and $8,000,000 in gold. 

The vault for the Post-officé ts on the first 
floor, just underneath this one, and the two 
are go solidly built that the postal clerks at 
work almost directly underthe Sub-treasury 
vauit did not know of the accident above 
until told of it, The jar was not sufficient to 
be noticeable a few feet in any direction from 
the room in which the coin fell. 


Dropped Dead. 


Henry Frank, 50 years of age, residing at 
1409 Chouteau avenue, and a furniture pol- 
isher by profession, left his place of employ- 


ment at an early hour this morning and went 
up to the Pacific Express Co.’s office on 
North Fourth street to seea friend of his 
named Ryan. While waiting at the office for 
Ryan he dropped dead. An examination de- 
veloped the fact that his sudden demise was 
due to heart disease. The remains were re- 
moved to his home. 


DID NOT LIKE THEIR RECEPTION. 


The Ladies of the Institutional Mission 
Complain of Poor House Authorities. 
The ladies of the Iustitutional Mission feel 
somewhat aggrieved at the treatment they 
were subjected to atthe Poor-house on the 
occasion of their last visit there on Tuesday. 
The Institutional Mission is an organization 
forthe dissemination of the Scriptures and 
distribution of small comforts, such as ap- 
ples, candy, fruit and literature. It was 


founded sixteen years ago and has been grow- 
ing ever since. Every two weeks the city in- 
stitutions, including the City Hospital, the 
Female Hospital. Poor-house, Work- house 
and Insane Asylum, are visited. The ladies 
distribute what solid comforts they may 
have brought and then hold services of prayer 
and song in the various wards for the edifica-

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 


Thechange of Egyptian Khedives brings 
up for rediscussion the question of the 
English occupation. Mr. GLADSTONE de- 
clared years ago that the English were 
bound in honor to evacuate—sometime. 
Sir Henry DRUMMOND WOLFF, British | 
Ambassador at Constantinople, has told 
the Sultan the same thing many times,and 
Lord SALISBURY professed last year to be 
anxious to unload the burden. About two 
weeks ago Sir CHARLES DILKE carefully 
analyzed the situation, and concluded that 
‘*now!?’ was a good time to begin. 

But France and England cannot agree. 
Both insist that Egypt shall be neutral in 
time of war and that the canal shall be 
open to war vessels of all nations at all 
times. But they cannot come to terms on 
details. Sir CHARLEs DILK® points out 
thatin case of war between France and 
England, British war ships could not get 
to the canal. French torpedoes and iron- 
cladks which swarm the Mediterranean 
would prevent the passage. This might 
be serious in case the Russian bear took to 
growling on the Afghan frontier. England 
must look for another route to India in any 
case. And it is said that the cape route is 
nearly as speedy as that via the canal. Im- 
provement in navigation has minimized 
the advantages of the Suez line. 
Be this as it may, however, Bgyp- 
tian neutrality would not be inviolate in 
case of war. Necessity would soon com- 
pel one of the powers to break through 
treaty safeguards. 

If England keeps her grasp on Egypt 


her motive will be her traditional ap 

for land and for extending her so 
eignty and trade supremacy. She has 
mortgage on all the revenues of Egypt. 
The mortgaged labor of the Fellaheen is 
cheaper than American slave labor ever 
was, and Egyptian cotton alleviates some- 
what the dependence of English looms 


upon the American cotton crop.

They occupied adjoining 
offices and Mr. Ottofy states it is customary 
for brother lawyers to aid each other in that 
manner. Mr. Russellis a lawyer of many 
years’ experience and Mr. Ottofy is a rising 
attorney. He consulted Mr. Russell he states 
teeling that as he was a young man his client 
‘might have some apprehensions. A number 
of leading attorneys were examined as ex- 
ports to give the jury the benefit of their ex- 
perience as to the custom of old lawyers 
helphing young attorneys along in their 
practice, 

Mr. John D. Johnson said he never acted as 
associate counsel in a case unless he was paid 
for it. He had not the time, he stated. 

What would it be worth,“ asked Judge 
Laughlin, Mr. Ottofy’s attorney. to spend 
three days in assisting to prepare a case and 
present it to the jury?’’ 

Well.“ said Mr. Johnson, my invariable 
rule isto charge $100a day for my services. 
In basing my estimate of the value of my 
services I always have my client’s interest 
more at heart than my own. In other words 
Iaimto charge less for my services than I 
think they are worth. I think every con- 
cilentious lawyer does the same. 

Then, Mr. Johnson, said Judge Laugh- 
lin, I understand that you make $100 a day 
the standard forthe value of your services

GREAT ATHLETICS. 


A Festival of All English-Speaking 
Nations Proposed. 


J. ASTLEY COOPER AND OTHERS OF EN- 
GLAND URGING THE SCHEME. 


America Asked to Co-Operate—It Is Pro- 
posed to Hold Contests Every Few 
Years—Rowing, Running and Cricket 
to Be the Features—Base Ball, Racing 
and Other Sporting News. 


There is a gigantic scheme being under- 
taken in England for the establishment ot a 
great athletic festival of the English speak- 
ing races all over the globe says a New York 
exchange. The games of the ancient Hel- 
leni tribes in old Greece died away centur- 
fies ago. But now the English speaking races, 
who are the successors of the Greeks in the 
development of physical beauty and 
strength, are coming forward to establish a 
series of games like unto the Olympic con- 
tests of the ancient world. 

The scheme originated in England, and the 
plan at first seemed to be to have repre- 
sented at the festival only Great Britain and 
her many colonies. At once, however, there 
sounded a clamor from all parts of Great 
Britain that their American cousins should 
be asked to take part; and so ft seems likely, 
if the plan is carried out, that the American 
athletes shall have a chance to win new glory 
and become the champions of the English 
speaking races. 

The plan of the great festival was first pro- 
posed last fall Dy prominent men in England., 
for whom Mr. J. Astley Cooper, well known 
in both England and this country, acted as 
spokesman. He outlined the plan first in the 
weekly periodical, Greater Britain, which has 
a wide circulation throughout England and 
the Australian and South African colonies. 
Press Comments fromall parts of the king- 
dom were immediately published and the 
scheme sprang immediately into public 
favor. 
the establishmentof sucha meeting was, in 
brief, ‘‘a means of increasing the good will 
and good understanding of the empire, also 
withthe hope of drawing closer the family 
bonds of the United States and the Empire of 


the Queen, a periodical gathering of repre- 
| sentatives of the race ina festival and con- 
test of industry, athletics and culture. 

So wrote Mr. Cooper. In regard to the parts 
ofthe plan relating to industry and culture 
the general opinion seemed to be that, owing 
to various circumstances, it would be almost 
impossible for the Americans to compete. 
But in the branch of athletics there was a 
general feeling expressed in allthe papers of 
England and the colonies that Americans 
should be asked tocompete. Mr. Cooperand 
his coagitators have accordingly taken steps 
to make the plan known to the great body of 
sport loving and enthusiastic Americans. 

In regard tothe detatis of the plan it has 
been tmformally decided that the contests 
shall be in running or track and field ath- 
letics, rowing and cricket; that each colony 
and country senda certain number of repre- 
sentatives to be chosen by preliminary con- 
tests in those countries. In rowing, one crew 
of eight men would be a sufficlent representa- 
tive, with two or three individual scullers. 
It is proposed that all three of these contests 
of running, rowing and cricket take place in 
the month of June in or near London. The 
prizes should be some symbolic trophy, to be 
giventothe victor in each event of the ath- 
letic contests—some gift from the nation or 
the race to the man, which would be treas- 
ured. These great games should take place 
every four years. 

Mr. Cooper, who, withother distinguished 
and influential men, is at the head of the 
scheme in England, is exceedingly anxious 
to interest leading American athletes and 
athletic organizations. He has picked out 
the Harvard University Boat Club as one of 
the leading rowing associations of America, 
andhas writtenan interesting letter to its 
president. He urges its co-operation inthe 
work of interesting American athletes, Ex- 
tracts from the letter follow, which show, 
better than anything else could, the spirit 
and nature of the undertaking.

THE TURF. 


Notwithstanding the repeated denials of the 
Guttenburg race track management that the 
recent sweeping order of the Board of Con- 
trol directed against that course, which went 
into effect the first of the present year ,was 


not bothering them in the least, it begins to 
look as if the order will eventually result in 
the permanent closing down of the first and 
largest wintercourse in America. The rac- 
ing has been postponed there quite fre- 
quently of late, something unusual at Gut- 
tenburg, as it has been a standing rule 
with them to race rain or shine, 
snow or hail.

This naturally 
cuts down the attendance at the races, 
for the track is patronized almost } 
exclusively by men who only go there to bet. 
Even those who do go are not willing to risk 
as mucb as they would place on better horses, 
so that there must be considerable of a fall 
ing off in the betting at the track. A falling 
off in the betting reduces the number of book- 
makers and that in return reduces the income 
of the association, sothat Guttenburg must 
be dropping off both on admission fees to the 
track and income from the books. Not only 
that, but outside pool-rooms are 
kicking. Rooms all over the coun- 
try have .been taking the Guttenburg 
races and paying dearly for them,as they 
have been the only races on which there is 
any amount of betting during the winter 
months. This has been no small source of 
income to the hilltop track. The inferior 
racing there, however, has caused a falling 
off in the patronage of the rooms all over the 
country, and they have been complaining 
about paying the heavy charges for the races. 
Many of them will no doubt drop them alto- 
gether and stop business on account of the 
poor business they are doing, while those 
who continue to receive them will probably 
get them at a lower price than at present. All 
these things combining against the track are 
very apt to cause it to close. The manage- 
ment will certainly not run it at a loss.
